(NPOTA). The objective is to work stations 

on any band (except 60 meters) in as many 
different Maidenhead grid squares as possible, 
and then upload your log data to ARRL’s 
Logbook of The World (LoTW). Registration is 
free, and it costs nothing to use LoTW. Many 
hams are familiar with grid squares from the 
VHF/UHF and satellite realms, and everyone 
lives in one. ARRL’s VUCC is based on grid 
squares, and some contests on HF, as well as on 
VHF and UHF, also use them as a scoring factor.
